The romantic Magnolia of the South, with its im- 
mense creamy white, sweet-scented flowers and large, 
waxy green leaves is truly a sight to behold It is par- 
ticularly spectacular as it is the only large broadleaf 
evergreen tree that is hardy in northern gardens, but 
it should not be planted north of St. Louis, Lake Erie, 
Boston latitude. Even this far north this magnificent tree 
is semi-tender, but it is such a wonderful garden prize 
that it is worth the effort to plant it in a protected 
location, away from the sweep of winds, and pray that 
it will come along. Our young trees have withstood 
-21° F. and are definitely a northern type.
